Duke  of  Clarence  and  Avondale,  K.G.,  eldest  son  of 
Their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and  Princess  of 
Wales. 

I have  also  the  honour  to  enclose  a copy  of  a 
telegram,  dated  Windsor  Castle,  the  20th  of  January, 
in  which  Their  Royal  Highnesses  the  Prince  and 
Princess  of  Wales  express  to  Her  Majesty’s  subjects, 
whether  in  the  United  Kingdom,  in  the  Colonies,  or 
in  India,  the  sense  of  their  deep  gratitude  for  the 
universal  feeling  of  sympathy  manifested  towards 
them  on  the  sad  occasion  of  the  loss  of  their  beloved 
eldest  son. 

I have  no  doubt  that  both  these  touching  documents 
have  been  already  published  in  the  Colony  under 
your  Government,  but  I have  thought  it  right  that 
they  should  be  communicated  to  you  officially  for 
record  in  the  archives  of  the  Colony.

Osborne, 

January  26th,  1892. 

I must  once  again  give  expression  to  my  deep  sense 
of  the  loyalty  and  affectionate  sympathy  evinced  by 
my  subjects  in  every  part  of  my  Empire  on  an  occasion 
more  sad  and  tragical  than  any  but  one  which  has 
befallen  me  and  mine,  as  well  as  the  Nation.  The 
overwhelming  misfortune  of  my  dearly  loved  Grand- 
son having  been  thus  suddenly  cut  off  in  the  flower  of 
his  age,  full  of  promise  for  the  future,  amiable  and 
gentle,  and  endearing  himself  to  all,  renders  it  hard 
for  his  sorely-stricken  Parents,  his  dear  young  Bride, 
and  his  fond  Grandmother  to  bow  in  submission  to  the 
inscrutable  decrees  of  Providence. 

The  sympathy  of  millions,  which  has  been  so 
touchingly  and  visibly  expressed,  is  deeply  gratifying 
at  such  a time,  and  I wish,  both  in  my  own  name  and 
that  of  my  children,  to  express  from  my  heart,  my 
warm  gratitude  to  all. 

These  testimonies  of  sympathy  with  us,  and  appre- 
ciation of  my  dear  Grandson,  whom  I loved  as  a Son, 
and  whose  devotion  to  me  was  as  great  as  that  of  a 
Son,  will  be  a help  and  consolation  to  me  and  mine  in 
our  affliction. 

My  bereavements  during  the  last  thirty  years  of  my 
reign  have  indeed  been  heavy.  Though  the  labours, 
anxieties,  and  responsibilities  inseparable  from  my 
position  have  been  great,  yet  it  is  my  earnest  prayer 
that  God  may  continue  to  give  me  health  and  strength 
to  work  for  the  good  and  happiness  of  my  dear 
Country  and  Empire  while  life  lasts.

MANUFACTORIES  EXEMPTION  BY-LAW,  1892. 

.1  Hi/-  Line  lit  Enable  the  Council  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster  to  Exempt,  in  /turf,  certain  Manu- 
factories front  Taxation. 

\\J  HEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  certain  manufac- 
V V tories  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster  should  be  partly  exempted  from  taxation  ; 

Therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  of  the  said  city 
from  time  to  time,  and  at  any  time,  by  resolution,  to 
exempt  from  taxation  any  manufactory  within  the 
city  limits  in  which  are  employed  six  or  more  white 
workmen  or  operatives,  when  such  exemption  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  the  public  interest  ; provided  that 
such  exemption  shall  not  apply  to  lands,  but  only  to 
improvements,  and  that  in  respect  of  such  improve- 
ments the  exemption  shall  apply  only  to  the  cash 
value  thereof  in  excess  of  25  per  cent.,  as  estimated 
by  the  assessors  as  provided  in  the  “ Assessment 
By-Law,  1892.” 

2.  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  apply  to  any 
manufactory  which  may  hereafter  be  established  within 
the  said  city,  as  well  as  to  such  manufactories  as  may 
be  in  operation  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  this 
by-law. 

3.  No  resolution,  as  provided  in  section  1 of  this 
by-law,  shall  be  of  any  force  or  effect  unless  notice 
thereof  describing  the  manufactory  or  manufactories 
proposed  to  be  exempted  has  been  given  in  open  Coun-

BY-LAW  No.  130. 

Ity-Lam  for  Freventing  or  lleyulatlng  the  Firing  of 
duns  or  other  Firearms,  the  Firing  or  Netting  off 
of  Fireballs,  Sguihs,  Crackers  or  Fi retro-rhs,  anti 
the  making  of  fionfircs  within  the  City  of 
Vancouver. 

1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  make  or  light  any  fire 
in  any  of  the  streets,  squares,  parks  or  public  places 
of  the  city,  or  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  fowling 
piece  or  firearms,  or  shall  set  fire  to  any  fireworks 
within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  no  person  or 
persons  shall  light,  set  off  or  throw  any  cracker,  squib, 
serpent  or  other  noisy,  offensive  or  dangerous  sub 
stance  or  fireworks  in  any  place  within  the  limits  of 
the  city,  unless  authorized  by  the  Mayor  and  Council. 

2.  Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction  of 
this  by-law  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Mayor, 
Police  Magistrate  or  any  other  Justice  of  the  Peace 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  city,  forfeit  and  pay 
such  sum,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  together 
with  the  costs  of  the  prosecution  as  to  the  Mayor, 
Police  Magistrate  or  other  convicting  Justice  shall 
seem  right;  and  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine  and 
costs  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
Mayor,  Police  Magistrate  or  Justice  convicting  as 
aforesaid  to  issue  a warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal  to 
levy  the  said  penalty  and  costs,  or  costs  only,  by  dis- 
tress and  sale  of  the  offender’s  goods  and  chattels,  and 
in  case  of  there  not  being  sufficient  goods  and  chattels 
to  satisfy  the  said  penalty,  the  said  Mayor,  Police 
Magistrate  or  other  convicting  Justice  may  under  his 
hand  and  seal  issue  a warrant  committing  such  person 
or  persons  to  the  common  gaol  for  any  period  not 
exceeding  two  months  without  hard  labour,  unless  the 
said  fines  and  costs  are  sooner  paid.
